DESCENDANTS OF SARAH SIBLEY (TROWBRIDG#) HENDRIE. 


7. Sarah Sibley (8) Trowbridge (Charles C. (7) ), youngest daughter of Charles C. 
and Catherine W. (Sibley) Trowbridge, was born in Detroit, Aug. 22, 1843, and spent 
all of her life in this -icinity. As a life long member of Christ Church she took 
part in many of its activities, and was instrumental in the raising of funds for 
the construction of the church tower. She was particularly interested in St. Luke's 
Hospital and wes one of the founders of the Woman's Exchange. She was married, 
Oct. 31, 1865, in Christ Church, by the Rev. William A. Lyster, assisted by Rev. B. 
H. Paddock, to George Hendrie, son of John and Elizabeth (Strathearn) Hendrie, born 
Feb. 9, 1834, in Glasgow, Scotland. 

Mr. Hendrie was educated in Glasgow, and, at the age of 24, left his native 
land and came to America, first locating in Hamilton, Ontario, where he conducted 
a cartage business. The following year, in April. 1859, he came to Detroit, and 
established the same line of business. Many years of Mr. Hendrie s life were 
connected with transportation of various sorts. He became manager, in 1864, of a 
horse car line, which ran from the Michigan Central Station to Grand Circus Park, 
and, subsequently, was one of the owners of this and others lines established in 
Detroit. In 18/8, he aided in the organization of a railroad in the upper penin 
sula. VWainly through his efforts, the first interurban lines, operating out of 
Detroit, were constructed, which included the Hamtramck & Grosse Pointe line(1888) 
the Wyandotte & Detroit line(1892); and the Detroit & Pontiac line (1895). In later 
years, he was largely interested in the navigation companies, which were consolida 
ted, and known as the D.&C. (Detroit & Cleveland Navigation Company). He was, also, 
interested in lumber developments in the upper peninsula, and land companies near 
Detroit. Mr. Hendrie's real hobby was that of horse racing. It has been said that 
he stood for all that was best in racing, and frowned always on anything that 
threatened the dignity or the honesty of the Sport. His favorite horse was "Red 
Robe", born and raised in Wayne County, and winner of the Highland Park derby and 
the Cumberland Stakes at Nashville. Mr. Hendrie was the owner of a large farm of 
350 acres, located in Royal Oak Township, Oakland Co. where he raised thoroughbred 
horses. This farm had nearly a mile of frontage on the west side of Woodward 
Avenue, between the Ten and Eleven Mile koads, and is now occupied by the Detroit 
Zoo and the cit; of Huntington Woods. 

The Hendrie home, from 1865 to 1907, was located on East Jefferson Avenue, 
opposite Dequindre Street and now a part of the railroad tracks. In 1907, the 
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family established their permanent home on Lake Shore Road, Grosse Pointe Farms, 

where Mr. Hendrie died Dec. 20, 1913. Only a few months later, Mrs. Hendrie was 
stricken while attending services in Christ Church, and died the same day May 31, ® 
1914, in her home at Grosse Pointe Farms. Mr. and Mrs. Hendrie are buried in the

To his sons, Philip, John and William "all 
fast estute". Legacies to daughters "Christian" and Sarah. His 
brother Jacob witnessed this will and his brother (24) Jeremiah was 
made an executor.

Jeremiah Schureman (4) (Jacob (3) Frederick (2) Harmen (1) was identified 
with a number of activities in New Rochelle, N.Y. He was a man of property and 
was a judge of property values as shown by some of the offices which he held during 
his life. In 1741 he was Collector, and from 1746 1752 was Assessor of the town. 
That he was trusted not only by his family but by his acquaintances was attested by 
the fact that he was so frequently made executor or administrator of some estate. 
He as well ag his trothers owned negro slaves, In the possession of the New York 
Historical Society is a ledger which was kept by James Pitcher of New Rochelle 
1°76 1782. At that time 3 slaves were owned by Jacob Schureman, 4 by John 
Schureman, and William (4) Schureman, and Jeremiah (4) Se’wreman each owned 5 
slaves. (I* is interesting to note that Jeremiah (4) S huremar s great grandson, 
Samuel Tompkins Schureman, was a volunteer Union soldier in the Civil War, and 
sacrificed his health for the liberation of American slaves, though many of his 
Colonial ancestors each owned several slaves. 

Although a number of the Schureman family were Loyalists, the cause of the 
Revolutionists won the allegiance of Jeremich (4) Schureman, and to this he sacri 

iced his life. At the beginning of the Revolutionary War he was a prosperous 

farmer possessed of fine stock. His horses and fat cattle early attracted the 
attention of marauding Tory "Cow Boys", who infested the neutral ground between the 
American and British lines near New York, and committed depredations upon the 
Americans. 

Jeremiah Schureman and his neighbors were alarmed because of losses of stock 
through these cowboys. One night, unperceived, they visited Mr. Schureman's 
stables and stole his best horses. Missing them the next morning, he mounted the

reach. prostrate and exhausted, his prospect was dreary indeed. In this extremity 
a lucky thought occurred to him. There was a large and powerful ox in the drove 
which knew his:master's voice. As if guided by instinct more profound than reason, 
he stood politely +ill with great labor and effort, Mr. Chamberlain seated himself 
yn his back. Again the cavalcade proceeded and in due time the faithful beast 
brought his master, weighing more than 200 pounds, to his own door. 

Vr. Chamberlain for many years endured the usual hardships and labors and was 
exposed to the trials incident to a life in the woods. Though blessed with health 
and strength to a remarkable degree. he fell a victim to the bilious fever which 
prevailed to a great extent in the neightorhood settlements. For many weeks he 
had exposed himself to the disease by watching day and night with the sick. He was 
reduced very low, and for a time recovery was doubtful. It accorded with the med 
ical practice of the day to restrict patients in the use of water in cases of 
fever, and in this respect Mr. Chamberlain fared no better than his neighbors. In 
the delirium of his fever, while suffering fron intense thirst, he left his bed and 
went to the "Cold Spring", as it was called, the most of his way on his hands and 
knees and drank until he could drink no longer. He retained strength to raise 
himself up and stretch himself upon the ground nearby, where he lay for some time 
helpless and insensible. His wife and neighbors started in pursuit and carried 
him back on a litter which they constructed. His recovery commenced at that hour, 
and was a signal testimony in favor of the ‘water cure’ before Bresneitz came to 
fame. 

[t may be remarked that the Wyoming Water Cure under the able superintendence 
of Messrs Hayes & Winchester draws its healing draughts fron this same spring.
